Report of Committee on General Church 
Work, as adopted by the Conference : 

We yonr Committee on General Church 
Work beg leave to make the following re- 
port : 

We recommend that the Home Mission 
Work be revived. That the various con- 
gregations be urged and requested tocon- 
tribute fumis for the cniployment of a 
suitable Evangelist as the Home Mission 
Board may direct. From the experience 
of the past we know that a good work may 
be accomplished. We can refer you to 
North Georgetown, Troy and olher points 
where growing, prosperous churches now 
exist, created by the Home Mission. Be- 
causewe have accomplished somethtngon 
this line is no reasonwhy wc shouhl relax 
our diligence or abandon the work. Bat 
only be an incentive to greater activity 
and thus carry out the injunction, Go ye 
into all the world. In as much as the ris- 
ing generation is the future hope of the 
church, and as our young people arc or- 
ganizing societies to engage in Christian 
church work, we your Committee would 
suggest that this Conference recognize 
their work and give it the necessary en- 
couragement for co-operation in General 
church work. 

In as much as the success of our cau se 
depends largely on a well trained and enn- 
secrated ministry and our church is very 
deficient and the many calls made for 
laborers can not be stipplied, we recom- 
mend that our State Conference gíve their 
expressíon of sympathy and encourage- 
ment to our Theological training-school 
of Ashland University, instituted by our 
General Conference. 

In as much as the Sunday-school is an 
auxiliary and part of our church work, we 
shoutd encourage it in every way we can. 
We your Committee would recommend 
that we encourage and support our own 
Sunday-school literature, so nobly con- 
dvicted by our worthy Editor, 

A brother from Dayton, Ohio, sends an 
appeal to this Conference for unjust treat- 
ment received at the hands of brother 
Samuel Keihl of the samu church. We 
herewith present his letter which explains 
itself. We your Committee would advise 
this Conference to refer him to the Board 
of Appeals for adjustment. (Refered to 
Board of Appeals by vote of Cojiferencc.)
